They have brought in legislation 
in recent years to prohibit the old 
sleeper play, a move that Calgary 
football fans will probably never 
forgive. For it was a sleeper play 
that gave the Stampeders their 
only Grey Cup victory. 

It was Calgary, coached by Les 
Lear, against Ottawa Rough Riders, 
coached by Wally Masters, in the 
1948 national final played at Var¬ 
sity Stadium in Toronto. 

The crowd of 20,000 saw Otta¬ 
wa’s Howie Turner turn in an 
early 58-yard run that put the 
Riders within kicking distance and 
they went ahead 1-0. 

But with less than a minute left 
in the half, Calgary scored on one 
of the most controversial plays in 



Grey Cup history. Stamp quarter¬ 
back Keith Spaith had completed 
a pass to Woody Strode and Ot¬ 
tawa players were clustered around 
the referee, claiming that Strode 
had caught the ball out of bounds. 
They were still arguing when the 
ball was put back into play. 

Calgary’s Normie Hill, while the 


argument was raging, had been 
lying on the ground, far from the 
central scene of action. He didn't 
go to the huddle but stayed flat 
on the sideline as the ball was 
snapped. He got to his feet with 
the snap and Spaith blooped a 
wobbly pass to him. Hill caught 
the ball and lit out for the Ottawa 
end zone. Just as he crossed the 
goal-line, he was hit and spun 
around. The ball popped into the 
air but Hill landed on his back 
and caught the ball again as it 
came down. 

Ottawa fought back in the 
second half but Hill’s wacky 
touchdown had doomed the Riders 
to defeat and Calgary won their 
first Grey Cup, 12-7.

Though changes have come to the Eskimo Directorate 
in the past two seasons the current ‘line-up’ is easily recog¬ 
nizable. No fewer than five members of the original 
Nervous Nine remain in harness, still dedicated to the 
proposition that Edmonton —- and the Eskimos — once 
again can scale the heights of Canadian professional foot¬ 
ball. 

The five ‘originals’ include President Hugh McColl, 
now in his second term of office, as successor to Walter 
Sprague, Treasurer Jack Baker, Jack Agrios, Sam Lieber- 
man, Q.C., and Dune Marshall. For the record, those 
‘originals’ who have departed the scene, either voluntarily 
or for business reasons beyond their control, are Past Presi¬ 
dent Sprague, George Smithson, Tommy Fox and Dr. D. 
Cooper Johnston. 

In their places we find such livewires as Bob Coxford 
and Bryan Ellis, each serving his second year on the direc¬ 
torate, and first year members Don Getty, ‘up’ from the 
playing ranks, and Dave Jacox. 

It will be remembered that early in 1964, following a 
‘survey’ of the club’s administrative set-up, the directorate 
was streamlined drastically to about one third previous size. 
As well, under the new corporate structure, provision was 
made for an advisory Board of Governors consisting of 
former club presidents. 

The current Board of Directors is made up of men 
successful in business or the professions and widely respec¬ 
ted in the community. President McColl, as did Walter 
Sprague before him, provides dynamic leadership and his 
colleagues respond willingly. As a result the past three 


seasons have been marked by a goodly number of ‘firsts’ — 
a permanent training camp set up at Holy Redeemer college, 
a freshly new approach to season ticket sales, including the 
Open House of the past spring, re-locating of the club 
offices in the Edmonton Inn, and more. 

To ‘introduce’ the members of the directorate: Hugh 
McColl is a prominent automobile dealer, with a fine record 
of public and community service going for him. Treasurer 
Jack Baker, a chartered accountant, already is in his fourth 
year of what is a demanding time-consuming assignment. 

Messrs. Agrios and Lieberman are highly regarded in 
law circles. The former, in his undergraduate days at the 
University of Alberta, served as president of the Men’s 
Athletic Board. The name Lieberman, of course, has long 
been associated with Eskimo affairs. As for Marshall, Dune 
manages the firm of International Radiography and Services 
Ltd. and his interest in football goes back to his days at the 
U. of A. when he served as manager of various Green-and- 
Gold grid teams. 

Bob Coxford, of the meat-packing industry, a longtime 
resident of Edmonton, has had a finger in sport (baseball, 
hockey also), for most of that time, while Bryan Ellis, an 
engineering consultant, is a former president of Mayfair 
Golf and Country Club and otherwise sports-minded. 

Don Getty? Eskimo followers hardly require an intro¬ 
duction in his case. Now that his quarterbacking days are 
behind him, Don is a rapidly rising oil executive. Dave 
Jacox has for many years been a football enthusiast and 
ardent booster of the Eskimos. Businesswise, he is Edmon¬ 
ton manager of Pacific Western Airlines.

THE ‘NEW’ STAMPEDERS MAKE THE SCENE 


CALGARY (SPECIAL): Imagine a Stampeder 
football team of recent vintage without Lovell Cole¬ 
man, Eagle Day, Ted Woods, Tony Paj, Pete 
Manning and Bobby Taylor in its line-up. Yet the 
confident Cowboys left Calgary Friday afternoon, 
destination Clarke Stadium, and not a single one of 
these outstanding players was on the northbound 
plane. 

Trades, a series of unprecedented serious in¬ 
juries, a switch of quarterbacks, Peter Liske for Day, 
and the Stamps bear that new look with a vengeance! 
As it happens rookie Bill Gaskins, who has appeared 
so promising in the Calgary defensive backfield, also 
was an absentee. The young man joined Coleman 
and Woods on the sidelines — and for the same 
reason — an Achilles tendon injury, about as serious 
as they come in football. 

Liske, naturally, will be the target for all eyes 
when the Stampeders take the field against the sud- 
denly-muscular Eskimos. 

A comparatively inexperienced field general, 
with a few pro games in the U.S. and not many more 
in the CFL under his belt, the 25-year-old native 
of Plainfield, N.J. was secured from the Toronto 
Argos in a trade involving also the aforementioned 
ball-hawks, Manning and Taylor. 

This, in itself, was enough to put him on the 
spot for Peerless Pete and Rollicking Robbie had 
played a lot of football for the big Red and White 
machine. 

And now, following a series of early-season 
setbacks, when the Stampeders could get nothing 
going offensively, Liske finds himself installed as 
first string quarterback, succeeding one Eagle Day, 
an established star whether a certain segment of 
Cowboy fans want to admit it or not. 

Liske is a scrambler, as Eskimo fans don’t have 
to be told. They watched, via TV, as in his first 
starting assignment after taking over from The Eagle, 
the stringbean former Penn State star led his mates 
to a stunning 26-1 upset triumph at the expense of 
the previously undefeated Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders. 

On this occasion Liske ran ‘all over’ McMahon 
Stadium, with the desperate 'Riders in close pursuit 
Hat seemingly never quite able to put the clutch on 
the elusive target. It was ironical, in a way, consider¬ 
ing that the chesty ’Riders were being fed a dose of 
their own medicine. Or have you forgotten what a 
run-for-his-life scrambler Ron Lancaster can be on 
occasions? 


Liske undoubtedly is committed to the scramb¬ 
lin’ way of life, with the result that Clarke Stadium 
should be an exciting place in which to be tonight. 
The Esk ‘rush’ will be put to another severe 
test, not unlike the situation in Regina’s Taylor Field 
last Monday as the Green-and-Gold outlasted the 
home side for an 18-17 victory. 

As an added fillip to the Saturday proceedings, 
Marshall Starks, a very valued member of the Eski¬ 
mos pass defence, and Liske were New York Jet 
team-mates as recently as the 1964 season. 

This will mark the 87th meeting between the 
teams, dating back to 1938 (and thank you, Greg 
Fulton!), with the Eskimos holding a 47-39 edge. 
The Stamps think the won-lost log will read 47-40 
by 11 o’clock Saturday night. 

And the absence of Day, Coleman, Paj and 
other ‘names’ to the contrary, the Cowboys are 
serious — and as was mentioned, confident.

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PENALTIES 

Are assessed with the 
loss of a down or 
yardage or both, and 
there are several 
options to the non¬ 
offending team. 

1. BLOCKING FROM THE REAR of a player who does 
not have the ball in his possession is illegal. In order to 
call blocking from the rear the officials must see the 
original contact. Penalty—1st and 2nd Down Loss of 15 
yards. 3rd Down, Yards Gained, Loss 15 yards, Down re¬ 
peated. 3rd Down, Yards Not Gained, Loss 15 yards and 
the ball. 

NOTE: Blocking from the rear will be permitted only in 
close line play—that is, within one yard either side of 
the line of scrimmage and from tackle to tackle. The 
concession will be extended to ends and wing backs only 
when their blocking occurs in this area. 


2. UNNECESSARY ROUGHNESS (scragging, tripping, 
blocking from the rear, tackling out-of-bounds, grasping 
an opponent’s face guard, piling on, or any act of un¬ 
necessary roughness to kicker)—Loss of 15 yards. 

3. PILING ON is when an opponent runs into, throws 
his body against or falls upon a ball-carrier whose pro¬ 
gress has, to all intents and purposes, been stopped. 
Penalty—Loss of 15 yards. 

4. HOLDING is when a player uses his hands or arms to 
grasp an opponent. Illegal at all times except in the 
case of a player who actually tackles the ball carrier. 
Holding by offense on 1st and 2nd Down—Loss of 10 
yards. On 3rd Down, if yards made—Loss of 10 yards. 
Down repeated. 3rd Down, if yards not gained—Loss of 
ball. Holding by defense—Loss of 10 yards. 

5. NO YARDS: 1st Down to receiving side and 15 yard 
penalty against offending team. No player of the punt¬ 
ing team, except the punter and any onside player may 
be within 5 yards of the punt receiver. 

6. LEGAL INTERFERENCE ON FORWARD PASS PLAY— 

Players of the passer’s team may interfere at any point 
back of the line of scrimmage but not beyond one yard 
in advance of it until the pass is either complete or 
incomplete or the ball is declared dead after which no 
such interference is permissible. Players of the defending 
team may only interfere with possible eligible receivers 
in a zone one yard on their own side of the line of scrim¬ 
mage. Penalty by attacking team—Loss of 10 yards. 
Penalty by defensive team—Pass completed, first down. 

7. OFFSIDE: 

(a) On scrimmage by offense during 1st or 2nd 
Down — Loss of 5 yards. On 3rd Down on a kick — 
rescrimmage with the loss of 5 yards, option to non¬ 
offending side. On 3rd Down on a Ball Carrying or For¬ 
ward Pass Play where yards are gained or goal-line 
reached — re-scrimmage with loss of 5 yards from point 
of last scrimmage, no option of choice by non-offending 
side. On 3rd Down on a Ball Carrying or Forward Pass 
Play where yards are not gained —loss of ball at point 
where ball became dead or point of last scrimmage if 
forward pass incomplete. 

(b) On a Scrimmage by defense — Loss of 5 yards 
and Down repeated by attacking side unless 1st Down 
has been gained, or such option provided.

FOOTBALL GLOSSARY 

AUDIBLE— While calling signals a quarterback decides on a 
change of strategy. This occurs after a defensive change has 
been observed by the QB. In other words, v/hen a QB calls an 
audible, he is telling his teammates the original play is can¬ 
celled and a new play will be called. 

BUTTONHOOK — Maneuver made by a pass-catching end 
who races straight downfield, then hooks around and back to 
take a short pass in the middle. 

DOWN-AND-IN — A pass receiver goes down the sideline and 
cuts to the inside. 

DOWN-AND-OUT OR SIDELINE— The pass receiver goes 
down the middle of the field and then cuts sharply toward the 
sideline. 

DRAW PLAY OR WAIT— The ball handler fakes a pass and 
then hands off to one of his backs after a delay. Contrary to 
what many people think, a draw can be run off tackle or around 
end as well as up the middle. Also referred to as a delay. 

DROP BACK PASS — When the quarterback drops straight 
back to throw with no attempt to deceive the opposition. 

FLANKER — A back set out of his normal backfield position 
either wide or close, but still behind the line of scrimmage. 
Used primarily as a pass-receiver and secondarily as a blocker. 

FLOODING THE ZONE —When all eligible receivers gath¬ 
er in one area it is called flooding the zone. It is usually one 
that the offensive team feels is the most vulnerable to attack. 

HAND-OFF — The quarterback begins most plays with a 
handoff. This simply means thrusting the ball into the hands of a 
halfback or fullback. 

KEEPER — This usually takes place when the quarterback 
fakes and then carries the ball himself. 

MAN-FOR-MAN-DEFENSE — A pass defense system whereby 
each potential pass receiver is covered by a certain defensive 
back or linebacker. 

OPTION —A halfback going wide has the "option" of run¬ 
ning or throwing the ball. 

PASS PATTERN —Where a group of receivers run a variety 
of courses in an attempt to spring one specific receiver into the 
open. 

PASS ROUTE OR PASS COURSE— An individual maneuver 
by the intended receiver in an effort to beat or get behind the 
pass defender. 

PITCH-OUT —A short pass behind the line of scrimmage— 
usually tossed underhand by the quarterback to one of his half¬ 
backs or the fullback. 

QUICK OPENER —This is designed to pick up short yardage 
through the line. Blocking is so arranged as to open up a hole 
suddenly for a quick burst by a back. 

RED-DOGGING —The linebackers burst through the line with 
the intention of smashing down the passer before he has had a 
chance to throw. Red-dogging can be done by one or more 
linebackers. 

ROLL-OUT —A T-formation quarterback moves behind line 
of scrimmage as though looking for a receiver. He just keeps 
right on going and if no receiver is free he rolls out around an 
end. 

SLANTING OR LOOPING — An action by the defensive 
linemen moving from their original position and then charging 
either right or left into the enemy backfield. 

SPLIT OR SPREAD END —An end who is split from his 
tackle a minimum of five yards and as far out as the sideline 
but always on the line of scrimmage. Used primarily as a pass 
receiver. 

STUNTING— A maneuver between a defensive lineman and 
a linebacker whereby they exchange defensive assignments. 

TIGHT END —An end in the normal end position, i.e. next 
to the tackle. Used as both a blocker and pass receiver. 

TRAP —The offensive line permits a defender to come into 
the backfield. There he is blocked and the play is run through 
the spot left open by the lineman who has been trapped. 

ZONE DEFENSE —Wherein the pass defenders cover speci¬ 
fied areas of the field. The defenders are solely responsible for 
any opposing player coming into their area.

Let’s turn 
on the heat! 
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THEY HAD ONE COMING

It’s generally conceded that to be champion in 
sports you must be able to go your best on any 
track, under any conditions, and win more than your 
share of close decisions. The Los Angeles Dodgers, 
Montreal Canadiens and Winnipeg Blue Bombers in 
recent years are cases in point. Luck has a lot to 
do with close decisions and it’s also conceded that 
when you’re winning consistently the breaks are 
coming your way. 

The Eskimos pulled one out of their old book 
of champions on Monday night in Regina when they 
edged the Saskatchewan Roughriders, 18 to 17. I 
have heard the screams of how lucky the Eskimos 
were but for me that’s a little tough to swallow. 
Jack Abendschan, one of Canadian football’s most 
consistent convert kickers, could have tied the con¬ 
test in the last seconds but it didn’t turn out that 
way. And there’s no doubting the Eskimos were 
fortunate. 

Is it luck when centre Ted Urness snaps the 
ball high? I don’t think so. I suggest it’s bad football. 
Is it luck when E. A. Sims and Bill Redell come 
crashing through Saskatchewan’s big front wall to 
rush Abendschan, and is it luck when Sims, who 
played a great game, managed to get a piece of the 
ball on its way to the cross bar? I don’t think so. 
I suggest that it comes under the heading of great 
football. 

What is this luck bit? How did Saskatchewan 
get the ball in the first place? The Eskimos were up 
18 to 11 with a minute to go. They had the ball in 
Saskatchewan territory. Quarterback Randolph 
Kerbow was in the process of running for a game 
clinching first down when he got hit by his own 
right knee, Saskatchewan recovered the loose ball, 
and the fun was on. 

How about in the third quarter with the Riders 
third and short yardage to go? George Reed carries, 
Howie Schumm hits last year’s Schenley Award 
Winner right at the line of scrimmage. If Reed holds 
on to the ball the Eskimos take over. But he drops 
it, the ball bounces, and when the dust clears the 
Riders have it first and 10. Is it luck when Sas¬ 
katchewan has a touchdown called back, when Hugh 
Campbell is called for offensive interference? I sug¬ 
gest to you, poetic justice instead. It’s widely known 
that Campbell’s holding and pushing tactics are very 
intricate parts of his effective artillery, and that he 
very seldom gets caught. 

Poetic justice? Compare the Eskimo victory 
over Saskatchewan to their loss to Winnipeg the 
week before. Norm Winton nailed a 40-yard field 
goal in the dying seconds that sank the Eskimos 10 
to 9. A great effort by Winton, to be sure, but prior 
to his kicking the ball the odds on him making the 
field goal would have been a hundred to one. That 
same Mr. Winton has a reputation of having trouble 
with converts, let alone forty yard field goals. 
Lucky? Maybe, but let’s face it—the Bombers are 
that kind of lucky too often for it to be a coincidence. 


Ask Jerry Williams, the coach of the Calgary 
ampeders about luck. Prior to the start of this 
season his Stampeders were expected to finish, at 
the worst, in third spot in the Western Football Con¬ 
ference. How do you account for three Achilles 
tendon injuries in less than a month to three out¬ 
standing ball players. 

Compare the Stampeder line-up tonight to last 
year’s at this time. Lovell Coleman, Ted Woods, 
Bill Gaskins, who was not with the club last year, 
Jim Furlong, all out with injuries, possibly for the 
rest of the season. Eagle Day sitting on the bench 
because he wasn’t getting the job done. Bobby Tay¬ 
lor, Pete Manning and Tony Pajaczkowski gone via 
the winter trade route. All of the players mentioned 
are, or were, potential all-stars in the Western Foot¬ 
ball Conference. It’s no wonder the Stampeders are 
suffering with a one-and-four mark. Luck? You 
better believe luck, but for Jerry Williams, and 
Rogers Lehew it’s been all bad so far. 

You’re right, the Eskimos were fortunate to 
beat Saskatchewan the other night. I suggest they 
might have to be a little lucky to beat Calgary to¬ 
night, but I also suggest that there never was a 
champion who didn’t get the breaks a majority of 
the time.

ship-bound (cross your fingers and knock on wood) 
Edmonton Eskimos, which makes him an old pro. 

But last spring he was feeling just plain old 
because Elouston Oilers, the team he has played 
with for the past few seasons, decided they would 
rather gamble on youth than a 33-year-old peren¬ 
nial American Football League All-Star. 

A combination of circumstances caught up with 
Ed this year. Oilers signed three bonus tackles to 
110 -cut contracts totalling $750,000 and then turned 
around and obtained Pat Holmes from Calgary 
Stampeders and big Ernie Ladd from San Diego. 

Ed considered himself officially retired from 
football when released and at first rejected an offer 
to join the Eskimos. 

“I couldn’t move my family up here and I 
didn’t want to leave them for three months,” he 
said. But Neill Armstrong and Smoky Joe Spencer, 
both former Houston coaches, went to work and 
talked the former Oiler defensive captain and three 
time AFL All-Star into changing his mind. 

Husmann now admits he’s glad he decided not 
to retire. 

“This is real fun football up here,” says Ed. 
“I really enjoy every game and think we have a team 
that can go somewhere.” 

Husmann is in his 11th year of professional 
football. He started with St. Louis Cardinals of the 
NFL in 1955, moved to Dallas Cowboys in 1960 
and joined Houston in 1961. 

Armstrong is particularly delighted in obtaining 
a player of Ed’s stature. 

“He’s a real leader,” says Neill, “and he gives 
us that experience we needed on our defensive line.” 

Husmann, who weighs an even 245 pounds, 
makes no prediction as to his future beyond this 
season, but if it were up to the fans, he’ll be around 
for a while yet. He has made more than a good im¬ 
pression in his first two games and seems to be 
steadily adapting to all the motion in Canadian 
football. 

The length of Ed’s stay depends a lot on how 
the Eskimos finish this season. 

“I’m tired of playing for losers”, he says. “It’s 
nothing but winners from now on and the Eskimos 
look like a winner to me.”
